Ont of the alcohols was cholcster 
nl. which the animal body exlracts 
from Its food but also manufactures 
on Its own and In some bodies col- 
lects In crystalline form Inside 
arteriej. This "hardens" Ihe arteries 
and lets the stage for heart attacks 
and for the mental debilities of old 
age.
